From an entirely different cause, or 


_pather series .of causes, silver finds iteelf 


forced on the market in quantities out of 
all proportion to the uatural demand 
These causes are partly of natural, but 
largely of artificial growth. Few metallic 
ores are raised that do not contain an 
appreciable quantity of silver, and the 
extraction of the metal from those ores. has 
largely increased, owing to ~ improved 
methods which have considerably reduced 
the cost of the process. It has thus become 
a sort of by-product in the reduction of 
other ores, especially lead apd copper. Tle 
silver thus obtained must be placed un ‘the 
market independent of price, nor cau its 
Shee be controlled by the ordinary

' THE “ EVACUATION” OF 
' MANCHURIA. 
>-——— 
(Daily Press, 7th January.) 

. _ Thecriticisms by a Manchurian correspon- 
dent of the Novee Vremya, as given in 
| suother column to-day, reapecting the state 
/of affairs in Manchuria, are sufficiently 
explicit to have been written by an observer 
unfriendly to Russin’s policy. Coming as 
they do from the representative of a St. 
Petersburg newepaper, they must be looked 
upon as a clear revelation of the present 
‘situation, It will be remarked that they 
| bear out in the strongest possible manner 
| the recent statements of Dr. Morrison, 
| Peking correspondent of the Times, as to 
' Russia’s “evacuation” of the Chinese 
‘province. Dr. Morrison pointed out that 
| the withdrawal of Russian troops from 
_Manchuria was merely nominal, ns they 
were simply retired to the various strategic 
points of the sv-called ‘ evacuated " districts 
and were in as complete possession na if 
Manchuria were generally recognised as a 
Russian possession.

involving herself, China, and other Powers, 
it is obvious *that such Powers cannot 
observe the same line of conduct as if 
Russia had acted honestly. At the present 

moment the latter country is pursuing a 
( policy Lending to give her not only the 

predominant, but even the sole voice in the 
affairs of Northern Asin. A year ago there 

was concluded a compact between Britain _ 
‘and Japan, the real intent of which cannot ~ 
be interpreted except as a desire to check 
any attempt to disturb the balance of power 
ut that time, The annexation of Manchuria, 
important in itself, also threatens alike 
Peking and Corea. Unless tle whole of 
North-eastern Asia is to be banded over 
to Russian rule and exploitation it is 
necessary to establish a counterpoi:e to the 
additional weight which the gain of Man- 
churia gives to Russia. A continuation of 
the diplomacy by which Port Arthur was 
presented to Russia in return for nothing at 
ull inerely means that Britain retires 


' definitely from North China, and with her 


the other commercial Powers too. 

The Tsar of Russis granted an audience at 
Livadia on the 25th November to a deputation 
of Buddhist Buriats from E»stern Siberia, who 
ure Russian subjects.

The report of Sub-Committee re storm-

Hongkong, 12th. December, 1902. 

As requested by the (teneral Committee of 
the Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce, 
wa have considered the question of the form 
which the storm-warningsiissued by the Mong- 
kong Observatory should take in order that they 
may be of more practical use to the sea-fariug 
and shore commuaities, and we have had the 
benefit of the suggestions and opinions exprefsed 
in the correspondence addressed to the Cham- 
ber: by the shipping firms and the n asters of 
steamers trading from this port. This corres- 
ondence shows a strong desire for better in- 
ormation as to the position and direction of 
typhoon-storms, and alao that the methods of 
imparting the same by the local Observatory are 
not equal to those of many other ports.

The following latter from the Singapore 
Chamber of Commerce was read : —

It appears to me that there is 
too great a di-positidu shown on tho part of some 
writers in the public Presa to ignore or to gloss 
over the serious difficulties ia the way, and to 
propound measures which sound charmingly 
simpl:, but whick would be totally un- 
workable in actual practice, whilst others give 
utterance to vagge complaints that “ something 
must be done,” but atthe same time suggest no 
remedy. Naturally we ore all prone to look at 
things from ouc own porsonal point of view. 
I feel quite assured, if our dollars aro to be 
demonetised, and the currency placed on a gold 
basis, there_will be a fearfal bill to meet in d:s- 
posing of onr d mozetised’ currency, which is 
estimated at many millions —how many m llions 
there ara some ef our banking friends may pos- 
sibly beable to guess —and how this loss is to be 
met I cannot well conceive, nor do the 
complainacts in the papers venture to suggest, 
at all events they are discreetly silent on the 
point.

ideas about disposing of. We should no 
doubt each of us like to sre onr dollas 
converted into a fixed sterling sam, ‘possibly 
above to-day’s parity, but the great question 
with which wo here are concerned ja, would 
that benefit or rnin our trade as a whole? 
e seem, from the natare of things, in- 
oxtricably bound up with China in the. 
matter of trade and currency, and till that 
great Empire “goes gold” I fail to see how we 
ean take such a eourse. “ What is one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison,” and go, ao in 
previous years was pointed out to our Siuga- 
pore friend-:, “the positions occupied by the 
two Colonies are very different.” My own 
personal view, therefore, is that, although 
a geld basis would 10 doubt benefit many. 
individuals here, the’ Colovy, from its pecu- 
liar situation, ‘would inevitably uffer, and 
heavily so, in its trade by adopting any other 
carrenoy than that in which the foreign trade 
with China is conducted, and that if a change 
be niade, we shall see a gradual setting away 
from us of the tide to ports and places on the 
maiuland with a ginal tendency to Jeave 
Hongkong like a ship stranded on a reef with 
the tide gone down. That would not in the 
end benefit the individual, and would be a very 
great calamity indeed to the Colony at large. 
‘Lhea, how would the adop:ion of a go!d basis 
suit the native traders of the place? I am 
quite prepared to hear some of the public urge 
that this is a British Colody and that in auch 
matters the nativ. does not réquire much or any 
consideration as against the foreigners’ necessi- 
ties or reqairements, but, as Government assis- 
tanca would be necessary beforeany tvch change 
could be brought aboat, I do not for a mo-vent 
think that the interests of the uative traders 
would ba ignored, but that they would be given. 
the fullest weight to, and, if I do not misjadge 
the position, I hazard the opinion that the ° 
interests of the natives here are bound up with 
cheap silver, and, since they would have in one 
way or another {o pay their sbare of the heary 
cost of demonetising the déllar, to which I 
have already referred, is it at all likely, es 
things are, that such a change would be brought 
about, or as-ented to by the Government to _ 
the damage of the native trading interest P 
As to the chauces in favour of China “ going 
gold” there are so many factors to be taken 
into consideration that one would require to 
write yelames, and have vast store of special 
knowledgo to deal with such a mighty problem, 
As regards the liquidation of her foreign gold 
indebtedness, the iastitution of a gold currency 
would at first soum to simplify matters, but 
with all her currency arrangements in such a 
chaotic state, and the general backwardness of 
her fiscal and other ins‘itations, I hardly think 
any one is bold onough to tackle such‘a pro- 
bleon just now, nor in the future until 
unheard of reforms oan be introduced. For the 
present at all events it appears to moe that her . 
ntere-ta are entirely bound up in-silver, a¢ ahe 
‘dan only hope in the end to pay for her imports 
and indebtedness by her expo:ts, and with 
‘cheap ‘silver these last are placed in a position 
of uniqde advantsge vis-2 vie those of the guld- 
usibg countries of the world. There can be no 
pone the presénot low price of silveé will 
timulate the’ export trade of China (although 
that may be a plant of slower growth than we

our exchange, The ttraits Settledictits may 
decide to adopt gold, but I submit thattheir po- . 
sition as a country with steady and valuable ex- 
ports is so differeut from that of our small island 
with absolafely no production of ourown tospeak 
of that we cannot possibly follow untes: the lead is 
taken by China;of which country, for all practical — 
purposes, wo are simply the principal southerh 
port. Currency questions.are usually considered 
to be work for experts, but I think there can be 
little doubt that these wonald all, for once; have 
no diffcul:y in agrecing to this, wis. that 
Hongkong is in no position to dream of a 
standard for herself apart from _ China. 
I have endeavoured in the foregoing to give

The 8. George's Ball took place on the 6th inst. 
in-the City Hall and passed off with great 
éclat and success When the proposal to hold a 
8. George's Ball was first mooted some two or 
three months ago, it seemed as though it wre 
going to hang fire, but tlanks to the onergy 
displayed by its promoters, and especially by Mr. 
E..W. Mitchell, the scheme was pfirsned to a 


froitful conclusion, and last night's fuaction- 


ranks as one of the season's leading events 
in the Colony. The compsny present numbered 
pearly 500 couples, so that the City Hall rooms 
were comfortably filled without dancing beiug 
mado impossible: Decorations were carried out 
on a lavish scale and with chaste eff.ct, the 
good results in th’s d rection: being chiefly to 
the credit of Mr. George A. Caldwell and 
his committee. The arrangement of tho City 
Halls londs itself, it might be s-id. to one sty'e 
of adornment only, so that anypne setting upon 
the decoration of tham has s me difficulty in 
getting away from the stereotyped fashion.

When 
the dancing was at its height the eneemble of

The band-stand was arranged in a manner that 

was both novel and pleasing to the eye.

“ What rendered the first Oriental Congress 
still more interesting was the presence of 
members associited with the early (though not 
very remote) history of French colonisation in 
Tonkio. There was the striking figure of Jean 
Dupuis, the pioneer in the heroic period ; there 
was the nephew of Francis Garnier who gave 
his life for this now flourishing French Colony ; 
and there was the Italian Consul-General of 
Hongkong, Cav. Volpicelli, whose advent in 
Tonkin, in 1885, had put an end to the war, 
and’ had inaugurated the era of pacificalion. 
At all the fetes, enthusiastic toasts to Jean 
Dupuis were made and his heroic exploits 
remembered. The grey-headed pioneer was 
much touched by, the universal remembrance 
of his past actions. His modesty is equal to 
his former daring and enterprise, and it was 
evident he was surprised at the geueral 
admiration for deeds which to him had come 
quite naturally. 

“ A happy coincidence closo | the Congress of 
Orientalists on the 8th December, the 73rd 
birthday of Jean Dupuis, and the occasion was 
oclebrated by some of the old residents of 
Hanoi by the presentation, in the Hanoi Hotel, 
of a work of art to the venerable pioneer, whose 
name, as was aptly remarked, was the first 
French one heard on the banks of the Red 
River.” 
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A BRAVE CONSTABLE. 

A parade was held at the Central Police 
Station on the 5th inst. in connection with 
the presentation by H.E. the Governor, Sir H. 
A. Blake, G.C.M.G., of the Royal Humane 
Society's medal and the Belilios star (the latter 
carrying with it a donation of $25) to P.C. 
Counsell, who, at the risk of his own life. saved 
five Chinese from drowning during the ty phoon 
on the 18th July lust. Their junk bad been bat- 
tered to ‘pieces against masses of floating 
wreckage, and the people were clinging to the 
sinking boat, in imminent peril of going down 
with it, when P.C, Counsell, carying with him 
a buoy and life-line, went to their assistance 
and saved all five. The parade was under com- 
mand of Mr. F. J. Badeley, Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police, and the ceremony, which 
included the’ presentation: of the 8. John's 
Ambulance Society's certificate to seven mem- 
bers of the Force, was witness d by Lady Blake, 
Mrs, F. J, Badeley, Hon. F. H. May, C.M.G., 
Commandanot Pritchard, H.K.V.C., and Captain 
Arbuthnot, A.D.C. . 

Addressing P.C. Counsell, His Exce- 
LENCY said—Constable Counsell, I have come 
here to-day to perform a very pleasing duty 
indeed, ‘and that is to present you with two 
medals which you hive most richly earned. On 
8th July last, during a typhoon, you were on 


‘duty in Yaumati with a Chinese constable. 


A typhoon was blowing, and anybody who 
hag seen a typhoon in this barbour knows 
what a scene of destruction there is at 
the Praya wall. You saw a junk being des- 
troyed and--the occupants flung into the 
water, and you determined to save them if you 
possibly’could. You seat the Chinese constable 
for assistance, but you did not wait for his 
return, and you yourself, having got a rope, 
ventured upon that seething mass of: wreckage, 
and, alone and unaided, you saved five people 
who would otherwise have perished. Now, 
there are several kinds of courage. There is 


_ the courage that carries men forward in tha 


attack and the steadfast courage of resistance. 
The bravery that carries men to the front in 
the rush and swirl and excitement of the fight 
is a bravery that is common to all persons, and 
there are very few cases where men have beca 
found deliberately flinching. Bu there is a 
still higher form of courage, and that is the 
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General Guscoigne when the case came 
before him, and he forwarded your name 
to England, to the great central body of the 
Royal Humane Society, with a recommendation 
that you should be awarded the medal of 
the Society, which is never given except 
in exceptional instinoes, where men 
have risked their lives for the purpose 


of secnring the safety of others.. The local |: 


Society, the Belilios Society, have also awarded 
you the Belilios star. -It is a great pleas- 
ure to me, on this oceasion, to pin upon your 
breast this medal of the Royal Humane Society, 
that will always be a reminder to you of the 
brave deed you havo dono, and, I hope, be an 
incentive to the ‘other men here to perform 
their duty likewise if the occasion should ever 
occur: 

His Exce.vency then pinned the medal on 
Constable Counsell’s right breast, and, shaking 
hands with him, said—1 most heartily wish you 
long life to wear it. ; 

After receiving the Bolilios star and the $25 
accompanying the decoration, Constable 
Connsell saluted and returned to his- place 
n the ranks. 

The following members of the Force were 
then preseoted-by His Excellency with the 
certificate of the 8. John’s Ambulance Society : 
—Sergeant Garrod, Lanc:-Sergéant Brown, 
Lance-Sergaant Adlingtou, P. C. Pitt, P. C, 
Reid, P.C. Davis, and P.C. Caygile. 

Adressing the parade, His EXCELLENCY con- 
tinued—With referenc to these certificates of 
the 8. John's Ambulance Society, I wish 
to extend the scope of-the Society in Hong- 
kong, especially amongst ‘the police. I hope 
we shall be able to spread the Society in 
the Colony; it is one of the most admirable 
and mast useful so ieties at present existing, 
and its object the most praiseworthy—that of 
giving first-aid to the wounded. -1 may tell 
you that of all the men who served in the 
South African war, none gave better and great- 
er service, or more valuable, than the men of 
the 8. John’s Ambulance Society, two thousand 
of whom were sent out by the Society to South 
Africa. [ myself was present when the medal 


_for the war was awarded toa number of these 


men by His Majesty the King. and I was also 
present at the opening of the Memorial in S. 
John's Charch by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, 
in memory of tose who fell during the war. 
I earnestly advise the men of the Police Force, 
both Europeans and, if we can induce them, 
Indians and Chinese, to go trohugh this course, 
and [ intend to try to obtain the adhesion of a 
large number of people outside tke Force. I 
niay tell you that in England not only are the 
members of the Police Force so trained, but 
almost every man in the employ of the greit 
railway companies has gonethrough thé {raining. 
The consequence is that when an accident 
ocours there is hardly an instance that one or 
two men who know exactly what to do fail to 
come forward to the assistance of the injured. 
I was present at the competition for the shield 
given by the railway companies every year, and 
a most interesting competition it was. The 
meu, sixor eight to » sqnad, were formed up, 
and some boys, each bearing on a card 
on his back a description of the injury he was 
supposed to be suffuring from, were placed be- 
fore them. Every man then took possession of 
his patient for tha time being, sw the injury 
he was supposed to be suffering from, and there 
and then proceeded to treat him, under the 
supervision of a medical doctor. The shield was 
awarded to the best team. I should like to have 
an annonal competition of this k'nd here, for 
it gives a great interest to the work and

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this tu the Force, and congratulate those men 
who have now got their certificat: s, and I ho 
it will be my pleasant duty before long to dis- 
tribute more certificates for efficiency amongst 
the men of the Hongkong Police Force. | 
This concluded His £ xcellency’s remarks, and

INDIAN CONSTABLE RUNS © 
~~ AMUCK!

The turning out of the patrol at Hung- 
hom Police Station at ten o'clock on 
the 7th inst. wag marked by a tragic 
oceurrence. Three Indians under a sergeant 
of the same nationality formed the patrol, 
which had no sooner started out than one of 
the constables, drawing his revolver, fired at 
and wounded a comrade in the lower part of the 
body; another shot embedded itself in the 
bute of the man’s carbine, which the 
would-be murderer sized ‘and disappeared on 
the hillside amongst the bushes, Nothing 
was heard or seen of him for a little, but he 
had evidently worked his way round the 
hillside in the direction of the station, for from 
a spot above it shots began to come. ‘This 
sniping was continued at intervals, fortunately 
with-ut casualty, and then the party of 
police who were stalking him succeeded in 
surrounding the madman, whom they tried to 
induce to surrender. The reply to this was 
a shout that he was going to kill himeelf, 
and following it came two more shots, then 
silence. On approaching the spot the sur- 
rounding party found tha man dead, with 
two bullet wounds in the abdomen, Enquiries 
showed that the dead man and the Indian whom 
he first fired at had bad a quarrel earlier in the 
evening, and he revenged himself in the tragic 
manner indicated. The wounded man is not 
dangerously hurt. :

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DEATH OF A HONGKONG 
BARRISTER.

The legal profession of the Colony has lost 
an able member in the person of Mr. Francis 
Oswald Edlin, barrister-at-law, who died at the 
Peak Hospital on Friday, 2nd inst., at noon, 
and was buried in the Happy Valley on 
Saturday-afternoon, The cironmstances attend- 
ing Mr. Edlin’s death are peculiarly sad. 
Coming to Hongkong with a fine record of 
service in other parts of the Empire, he was 
regarded as a welcome acquisition to the 
circle of advocates practising here, and ad- 
mitted to the Bar on Saturday, 15th ult. 
the Attorney-General, Sir Henry 8, Berkeley, 
introducing him .to the Chief Justice, Sir 
W. Meigh Goodman. Ono the same day he 
went to the Peak Hospital suffering from 
abscess of the liver, and succumbed to the disease 
on Friday, after undergoing an operation. The 
funeral cortege, which passed the Monument, 
was a large one, and included Sir W. Meieh 
Goodman, Sir Henry S. Berkeley. Hon, Dr. Ho 
Kai, Hon. Murray Rumsey, and Mesars. J. W. 
Nortun Kyshe, A. Seth, H. H. Gompertz, 
Morgan Philips, E. H. Sbarp, C. A. D. Mel- 
bourne, N. ¥errers, and D. Law.

It seems to me that this difflonlly 
might ba overcome by the school anthoritics 
arranging for a responsible person to mee’ a 
certain ferry in the morning, ard to cross to 
the Hongkong side : guin with the cbilireu in 
the afternoon. © 

To obviate the necessity of the cliildren 
returning to lunch, arrangements might be 
made for giving the children a plain ‘but sut- 
stantial, noch at the school under proper 
supervision, at cost price. Whether it will be 
possible to do so will depend entirely upon the 
support which parents lend to theacheme, * * ,

ALLEGED INCENDIARISM. 

- _In the beginning of February last year the 
German School at Luk Hang Village, in the 
Fa Yuen District near Canton, when neariug 
completion, was destroyed by. fire. It was 
alleged that the outbreak of fire was dus to the 
act of an incendiary, so the German Consul 
took up the matter. and communicated it to 
the Viceroy and at thesame time claim d $20,00 
damages, being the cest of the building of the 
school in question. The Viceroy on receipt 
of the communio:tion forthwith ordared a wei-. 
yuen to institute enquiries iato the matter. 


Owing to his inability to find out the real cause } man -intezes's here w-re formerly represented 


of the origin of the fire, the Viceroy ap- 
pointed another wei-yven in the person of 
Li Chi to take up the matter. This gentle- 
man is the Secretary to the Hoppo of Canton and 
speaks very fluent English. tie is very highly 
roapadted by the foreign Consuls in Shameen. 
Tn fact, he has on occasions previously been 
appointed by the Viceroy to erquire into 
matters of dispute arising between Chinese 
ang foreigners, and all: such euquiries conducted 
by him have been settled in a most friendly 
manner. ‘I'he Viceroy has undoubtedly realised 
the valuable services of this gentleman, hence 
he was again appointed to enquire into the 
. present case. 

Li Chi has recently, in consequence of 
the instructions received from the Vicery. pro- 
ceeded to the scene of the fire and institute! 
enquiries into the matter, The enquiries were 
conducted ia Sonjunction with the Vice-German 
Consal of Canton, Sham Yuk Toi, ex. Magis- 

. strate of the Heungshan District, and « olonel 
Yang, Commander of tbe Shameen Guard. 
Several native converts were brought forward 
to prove the alleged inoondiarism, but 
-anfortauately none’ of them seamed to know 
how’ the fire originated. It appeared that 
the contractor who undertook to build the 
school in question bad a matshed near by. This 
matshed was uxed as o work-hop by his work- 
men for sawing timber and for other purpoxes 
in connection with the building-of the school ;

THE MURDER OF MR. EVANS. 


: SRS CPE 

At the Magistracy on the 6th inst. before 
Mr. F. A. Haselend, Wong Kwai and Wong 
Lin were charged with piracy on the Canton 
River on or about 12th November last, and 
pleaded not guilty, Mr. F.J. Badeley, Captain 
Superintendent cf Polios, couducted the pro- 
seculion. 

The piracy referred t > was that which involved 
the shooling and subsequent death of Mr. Evans, 
for many years ‘constable to H.B M, Consul at 
Canton. The facts of the case are related in 
the statement madet o the police here three days 
after the event by Pang Chun, master of the 
pirated jank I Hop. He said that about 7 p.m. 
on }2th November, whilst on the way from 
Canton to Hongkong with firewood, and 
when off Foo Mun, in Chinese waters, three 
rowing-boats containing twelve mon each 
attacked the junk, which the pirates boarded ; 
they were armed with muskets and revolvers. 
Several shots wee fired, and the crow of the 
I Hop, including the master, went down into 
the hold; an European passenger (Mr. Evans) 
was wounded in both legs. The junk wns 
then ‘rarsacked, and the robbers made off 
with the following property :—$100 in ten and 
twenty cent pieces, and a quantity of Chinese 
jewelry, consisting of gold finger-rings, earings, 
and bangles, of the valine of about $2 0; 
value, about $350. Pang Chan conoluded by 
saying that the robbers could not be identified.

The China Merchants’ Steamship Compiny 
has its headquarter in Shanghai with branch 
offices at ali the Treaty ports. Its business is 
the transportation of passungers aud goods, 
The late Viceroy Li Hung-chang was the 
pioneer of th euterpriao and appoint sd officials 
to maiage t for many years. waich hs been 
accompavied with successfal results, In time 


‘the late Viceroy Li appointed Taotai Sheng 


Shien-hui to be the Company's Director- 
General, but all important matters should be 
referred to the High Commissioner of Peiyang, 


It was agreed that Botte per cent. 
of the annual profits should be paid to 
the Government and be remitted to 


Peiyang to serve as funds for the Peiyang 
schools-‘anl other expenses iu connection with 
the Province. All the foregoing conditions are 
on record. The Memorislist in the second 
moon of the currentyear, when business was at 
a standstill owing to the great dis‘urbance in 
the North, appointed Shen Len-hu, ‘I'sotai of 
Tung-yuny, to proceed to Shanghai-for the 
purpose of o-nferriog with the Managers of 
the Company and devising a plan of reparation, 
and also investigating the matters -of the 
Company. While recently the Meniorialist 
was passing through Shanghai it hap ned that 
Sheng Shies-bui was mourning for hig father. 
Criticisms were rife of the Company,-4nd mer- 
chants wero feeling unsettled. In conse- 
quence the shares of the (ompany' fell in 
value. The Memorialist.at the time-f 
instructed the@fanagerstoconform to 
regulations and to act in accord with the mer- 
chants in restoring matters, The Memorialist 
further instructed them to uge thoir best « fforts 
in the management and to remit the regular 
percentage of the profits. Allimporlantmatters 
relating to the Company shonid be referred to 
the Memorislist, while ordinary matters could be 
referred: to Sheng Shien-hui, who is nearer at 
hand. Thus capital could be preserved. profit 
an! power could be depend-d tpo: and a suc- 
cessful enterprise of many years’ standing might 
not be destroyed.

The recant home newspapers published some 
very interesting news coucarning the Republic 
of Chile, stating that the British Minister, Mr. 
Lowther, had forwarded a long report to the 
British Foreign Office on the situation of this 
Republic. Ho gays that since the dispnte 
between Chile and Argentine has been settled, 
the Chilian Government has devoted all spare 
funds to the materia!s for the construction of rail- 
ways, harbour, and other useful works. Con- 
fidende has again been established. The foreign 
capital will be sufficient, and the work hitherto 
suspended: has since been given ao new impuls-. 
The new laws promulgated, especially those 
referring to alcoho], demonstrate an earnest 
tendency ou the part of the Government, which 
is determined (o repress iusobriety with all] 
severity, by imposing severe punishment on 
the offenders. In short, the Minister, Mr, 
Lowther, declares that Chile has started a new 
era of perce, progress, and labour, which will 
be immensely favourable to the whole of the 
8 uth American continent. 

Chile is one of the most prosperous and best 
orgavised countries of South America. Its 
population amounts, according to the last 
censuz, to 3,05 ,900 inhabitan‘s. There are 
actually 45,00) Knropeans, of whom 6,240 are 
British. This influx of foreigners is due to the 
good order which prevails in tLe public adminis- 
tratiou, guaranteeing welfaro and personal 
safely ; and tothe: atnral ricbness of the country, 
which fully repays all honest labour by its bene- 
ficial climate, suitable for any conditions. It is 
situated between parallels 19-56, South latilude, 
and presents a great variety of climates. 
Its bounda-ies, from N. to 8., embrace an 
extent of 4,230 kilometres of longitude and its 
width from the Pac fic Ocean to the hizhest 
‘range of mountains in the South varies between 
170 and 400 kil.‘ Its total extent is 724,712.09 
kil.. mach larger thaa any European country 
with the exception of Russia 

For transportation of silver and copper, 
which ab:und on the north of the Republic, 
and the various agricultural and inodust.ial 
products from the cantre and the south, means 
of commuuication have been greatly increased. 
The railroads so ‘far extend to 4,642 kil.. of 
which 2,186 belong to the Government and the 
vext to private companies. The majority of 
the latter ure c mposed of English capitalists. 
It is propcsed to construct sbortly more than 
doubie the lines already stated. 

One of the principal busine ses of the country 
is in saltpetre, which is used as a manure on 
the exhausted Kuropein fields. In 19C0 the

The N.-C. Daily Newe publishes the. follow- 
peg’ ia its “ Notes on Native Affnirs " :— 

A Kansn mili‘ary (ficer in Shanghai at 
tiesent engaged in applying for .arms.and 
ammunition, e o.,.f«r the forca of the Province‘al. 
Commandar-in-Chief of Kausu, bas received 
news from Kuyuan, the headquarters of that 
official, to the effect that the ex-General ‘Tung 
Fa-hsiang’s emissiries have  succeede in 
almost undermining ¢ e whole fabric of the 
military organisation of Kansu province. It 
is reported ia consequence that whenever Tnay 
Fu-hsiang shoul! feel inclined to raise the 
standard of rebellion, he will be joined by every 
soldier in the province who is native born to 
the soil, for it is a wall-known fact in the 
North-western provinces that Tung Fu-bsiang 
has always been considered as a hero by 
his fel‘ow provincials of Kaosu—not evon 
exvepting thos Muasulmaos, a certain on- 
merous action of whom are his faithful allies. 
His “murtyrdom,” 4s it is designated by tho 
pasple of Kansu, at the hands of the foreign 
Powers—it should be noted that the Empress 
Dowager is not blamed at all—has made 
Tung Fu hsiang a still grea‘er hero in the eyes 
of the populace of the Northwest, es, cially 
amougst the soldiery, so that the task of I'ung's 
emissiries in enticing them to promisa their 
support “when the time arrives” has not been 
a hard one at all, Latest despatches further 
state that a large number of military offi ors, 
natives of Kauau, who still command troops 
under the Viceroy of Sten-Kan, have also 
pledged themselves to join ‘fung's standard. 
Those who know how matters stand in Kansu 
do not hesitate to declare that, if that ex- 
Gedneral is to be crashed, the tisk will have to | 
ba done by tke (roops of other-proviuces and 
not by those of Kansu, who are exceedingly 
likely to join en masse their hero when he 
begins his march on Peking in another attempt 
to “drive the Western barbarians iato the sea.” 
In the meanwhile, reports have rrrived at 
Lanchou, the provincial capital of Kansu, from 
Ninghbsia, near the boundar‘es of the Alashan 
Mongols, stating that the notorious ex-Prince 
Tuan is in constant communication with Tung 
Fa-hsiang, and that the former is only waiting 
for his son, the ex-Heir Apparent’s, arrival 
from Peking to declare his intentions to the 
world, It is also slated that ex-Prince Tuan 
has opsnly boasted that he will have 5),000 
Monyol troops at his back when he mar hes 
agaiost Peking through the Great Wall, while
